The invadere, Berlin announces, have 
reached the Livenza river, between the 
Taglianiento and the Piave. 
Gen. Ca- 
dorna has indicated 
that the Italians 
might stand on the Livenza line but it is 
not improbable that the Piave -will form 
the main part of the position from which 
the allied troops wiJl make a supreme 
effort to check and drive back the Austro- 
Germans. 
Apparently the Teuton units 
reaching the Livenza were not in great 
force as Berlin makes no claim that the 
river had been crossed. 
In retiring from 
the Tagliamento line the Italians were 
not as hurried as in the retreat frojn the 
Isonzo and lost few prisoners and guns. 
The 
Italian 
rear guards gave the in- 
vading vanguard much trouble, appar- 
ently more so than in the retirement to 
the 
Tagliamento. 
Oft'icial 
statements 
and news dispatches throw little light on 
the progress of the Italian retreat from 
the jjoloniiet and the (,'arnic Alps, nor is 
there any indication where this retire- 
ment will halt.

The men were tired and muddy, but 
still as enthusiastic a lot of soldiers as 
ever came out of gun pits.

the infantry and they came back, men 
and horses, wet to the bone, covered 
with mud and ready to sleep.

It was late in the day 
when the long lines of marching sol- 
diers and straining horses were seen 
rounding a small mountain many miles 
away.

One powerful reason w h y the Rus- 
sians appear to the world to have lost 
interest in this w a r has never 
been 
understood in this country. 
If it could 
be it might cause some of the Ameri- 
can newspapers to put a check on the 
German press agency 
stuff 
against 
Russia they are now so ready to print. 


It was like this. 
W h e n the revolu- 
tion succeeded all Russian hearts were 
filled with exultation. 
It isn't easy to 
get a fair notion of this unless you 
know something of the long and ter- 
rible struggle for "freedom the Russian 
people, went through, and yet unless 
you do get it straight Russia will con- 
tinue to seem hopeless to you. 


The revolution was really the most 
wonderful thing in 
h u m a n 
history. 
People that always have been free can 
hardly feel the wonder of it. 
It was 
so %vonderful that to the Russians it 
seemed as if all other countries m u s t 
be rejoicing with them and be about 
to stride forward on their o%yn account. 
They 
saw 
every 
other 
monarchical 
country throwing off its king, and all 
the world coming together into a fed- 
eration of republics. 


But the country they had most faith 
in was Germany. 


As they looked at it, the German na- 
tion had been driven 
into 
the 
war 
against its will and by its autocratic 
government. 
They thought the Ger- 
m a n 
people 
hated 
autocracy 
and 
tyranny as m u c h as the Russians, but 
were kept down by the physical force 
of the autocratic system. 


All the Germans had needed was an 
example of rebellion and now t h a t the 
Russians had won free the Germans 
would assuredly follow. 
The iirst re- 
sult of the revolution in Ru.ssia would 
be to pull down 
a levolution in Ger- 
many. 
The German republic 
would 
then arise upon the fragments of the 
smashed throne of the Hohenzollerns, 
whereupon, the; Avar Avould end. 


There would be nothing 
to 
fight 
about. 


Nothing kept the war going but the 
existence of the German imperial ma- 
chine. 


Of course German propaganda 
in 
Russia took advantage of such a sit- 
uation to help the German cause. 
Its 
agents assured everybody that the Ger- 
man revolution was close at hand. 
On 
the Field of Mars every Sunday after- 
noon I saw them at work telling the 
crowds that inside information 
ju.st 
received f r o m Germany was that an 
uprising was only a question of hours. 


All this was a piece of strategy ex- 
actly suited to the Russian 
temper- 
ament. 
The Russians 
wish 
to 
be 


friends with everybody. 
They have 
also a consuming wonderful passion 
to 
see 
all 
the 
world 
democratic. 
Plainly, they said, the best way to 
help along: the German revolution we 
want so much is to keep our hands off. 
Any 
warlike 
move 
now 
will 
only 
strengthen the grip of the autocracy. 
Let the German people aloiie and they 
will rise, kick out the kaiser, proclaim 
the 
German 
republic 
and 
be 
our 
brothers. 


You can't say they Were wholly un- 
reasonable about this. 
Provided the 
German people had any sense of i-e- 
volt it was the way to encourage it,' 
and if 
the 
revolt should 
come, 
of 
course the war would end automat- 
ically. 


Here was a thing worth making any 
sacrifice to get. 


I can't exaggerate the hold this most 
alluring hope had upon the people. 
Millions of intelligent men were car- 
ried away with it. 
Many still cling to 
it. 


"Wait—wait and see what the Ger- 
man people do," was the word on every 
lip. 


An incident t h a t occui'red in J u n e 
near the R u m a n i a n front tended 
to 
bring some of these good people back 
to realities and 
might 
have 
shown 
everybody how m u c h of a wait was in- 
volved. 


A 
body 
of 
enthusiastic 
Russian 
troops, 
certain 
the 
Germans 
were 
ready to rise and only needed a little 
encouragement, sent over to the Ger- 
m a n lines IG of their number equip- 
ped with printed accounts in German 
of the Russian revolution and fervent 
appeals t otheir German comrades to 
start something of the same kind. 


The Germans stood them 
in 
line 
and beat them up with clubs and horse 
whips. 


Then they put upon the back of each 
a large jjlacard and pelted them Avith 
mud and stones back to their 
own 
lines. 
The placard read: 


"The Germans are 
not 
such 
big 
fools as the Russians." 


They 
were merely expressing 
the 
general German attitude. 


But there Is a fine lot of phychology 
in the Russian point of view about 
all this. 
The idea of the Russian was 
that all men ought to be friends and 
brothers and the idea of the Germans 
was "Hoch der Kaiser!" and it seems 
to me that even the beaten Russians 
1)elted back to their own lines had in- 
finitely 
the best of it. 


They didn't know the Hun, that was 
all. 


They have not yet given up their 
dream. 
How any people can prefer to 
remain the subjects of an 
autocracy 
when they might be citizens of a re- 
public is beyond their mental grasp; 
they can't believe it. 
The German as- 
saults they regard as the work of the 
kaiser and without the will of the peo- 
ple, who are all opposed to making 
war upon their Russian brothers. 


So long as they 
feel like this, 
of 
course you can hardly expect them to 
be very enthusiastic about making hot 
warfare. 
But the 
situation 
hardly 
seems likely to be helped by American 
newspapers that interpret this feeling 
to be cow^ardice and j'ellowness.

workers particularly, as I met them 
at conferences, in their bornes and on 
the streets during my month's visit. 
Nobody can understand the spirit of 
the British workers unless he has lived 
among them as I did. 
There is no 
boasting and 
no violent talk; 
they 
ha\'e simply set their teeth and are go- 
ing to 'carry on' until the great war 
is fought through to a decisive end. 
Like British bulldogs, they won't ad- 
mit the possibility of defeat. 


"There is no 'squawking," a.s they 
say, about anything. 
There is hai'dly 
a woman in Great Britain who has not 
lost a son, a brother, a husband or a 
lover; but though you can .see the deep 
grief in their faces, you will hear no 
mourning and see no needless tears. 
You ask about some 
relative, 
some 
friend: 
'He went under at Ypres,' or 
the Somme, or in Flanders, they will 
tell you; but never any morbid dis- 
cussion of how he died or of the heavy 
burden his death has thrown on the 
family. 
'What has been, has been,' 
they feel and no amount of weeping 
or mourning counts. 
'He's gone un- 
der,' they say. and no man has the 
heart to question further. 


"And you mustn't squawk if little 
things go wrong. 
Suppose the bus is 
held up 
or the train is crowded—I 
never had a seat on the train while 
I was in England—and you begin to 
grumble. 
It won't be a minute till 
somebody in the crowd cuts in: 
'Look 
'ere, vot right 'ave you to be squawiv- 
ing? 
If you were in the ti-enches now. 
you might 'ave something to squawk 
about.' " 


"How are the people looking, Jim, 
after three years of it?" 
I asked. 


"Mighty fine, everything considered. 
Of course with all the young men at 
the front and the streets and parks 
full of wounded, the war is always be- 
fore your eyes; but the men left to do 
the work and the women, particularly 
the women, are looking strong and 
full of energy. 
I never saw finer look- 
ing women and girls. 
British working 
women are being better fed and bet- 
ter treated than they ever were before. 
They are all at work, most of them 
getting the same wages as the men 
whose jobs they took. 
And best of 
all, they are free to live and act like 
real people for the first time in their 
lives. 
They are doing the 
nation's 
work, and they know it. 
They hold 
their heads up and look you straight in 
the eye.

asked about details of the shooting he 
said that he arrived at his home Mon- 
day and 
found his 
wife 
gone.

awaited her and when she came he 
asked her if she would talk to him. 
She refused, and without more warn- 
ing Pflieger opened fire., Jie does not 
remember' how often 
shot at her, 
but sa.ys that he dropped the gun in 
his pocket and that he had not looked 
at it until his arrest. 
This, however, 
is not thought to be true as the carrier 
contained four good shells, while the 
woman bears three wounds. 


Pflieger also stated that he was per- 
fectly willing to take whatever 
sen- 
tence was given him, and that he was 
not going to worry over his impending 
fate. 
The names of several prominent 
local men were also mentioned by him 
as being the cause of his wife's down- 
fall. 


It will be remembered 
that 
Mrs. 
Pflieger is a Fort Wayne woman. 
She 
was formerly known as Mrs. John Plef-

Hattie Kuntz. 
Pflieger met her while

about two years ago. 
Mrs. Heffelfinger 
is confined in a Chicago hospital and 
her condition is such that recovciy is 
doubtful.

The text of the proclamation of the 
military revolutionary committee reads: 
To the Army Committees of the Active 
Army and to All ConnciU of Soldiers' 
and Workmen's Delegates and to tlio 
Garrison and Proletariat of Petrograd: 
"We have depo.sed tlio government of 
Kcrensky. AvJiioh rose a^jainst the revo- 
lution and the people. The change which 
re.sulted in the deposition of the pro- 
visional government Avas 
accomplished 
without bloodshed. 


"The Petrograd council of soldiers' and 
workmen's delegates solemnly welcomes 
the accomplished change and proclaims 
the authority of the military revolution- 
ary committee until the creation of a 
government by the soldiers' and work- 
men's delegates. 


"Ajmouncing this to the army at the 
front, the revolntionary committee calls 
upon the revolutionary soldiers to watch 
closely the conduct of the men in com- 
inand! 
OfTicer.s who do not join tlic ac- 
complished revolution immediately 
and 
openly must be arrested at on<e as ene- 
mies. 


"The 
Petrograd 
council 
of 
work- 
men's and soldiers' delegates consid- 
ers this to be the program of the new 
authority: 


"First, the offer of an 
immediate 
democratic peace. 


"Second, the 
immediate 
handing 
over of large proprietorial lands to the 
peasants. 


"Third, the tran.smission of all au- 
thority to the council of soldiers' and 
woi kmen's delegates. 


"Fourth, the honest convocation of 
a constitutional 
assembly. 


"The national Russian revolutionary 
a r m y must not permit uncei'tain mili- 
tary detachments to leave the front for 
Petrograd. 
They should use pei-sua- 
sion, but where this fails they must op- 
pose any such action on the part of 
these detachments with force without 
mercy. 


"The actual order must be I'ead Im- 
mediatel:.' to all military detachments 
in all arms. 
The suppression of this 
order from the rank and file by a r m y 
organizations is equivalent to a great 
crime agaianst the revolution and will 
be punished by all the strength of the 
revolutionary law.

larger by more than 66,000,000 bushels 
than ever g-rown in 
the 
history 
of 
American agriculture is the 
produc- 
tion of the f a r m s of the United States 
this year. 
The department of agricul- 
ture today in its preliminary estimate 
of the crop placed 
the 
quantity 
at 
3,191,083 
bushels. 


Potatoes also are a record crop with 
total of 439,686,000 bushels, but un- 
favorable weather late in the season 
caused 
a 
reduction 
of 
13,000,000 
bushels. 


Tobacco production is a record. 
"The corn crop of 1917 is notable 
as occupying the largest acreage and 
producing the largest total crop on rec- 
ord," said a statement of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
"The yield per 
acre, however, is not exceptional owing 
to an unfavorable season, 
chai-acter- 
ized by a late spring, a cold summer, 
which was also too dry over much of 
the corn belt, and early and damaging 
frosts and freezes, the season 
being 
thus shortened at both ends. 
Thus, 
unhappily,* the bountiful crop contains 
much corn that did not fully mature 
probably in excess of 20 per cent, al- 
though most of this had reached the 
dough state, making it useful for silos 
and early feeding. 


"The potato crop, estimated at 440,- 
000,000 bushels, 
is tlie 
largest 
on 
record, notwithstanding 
an 
unfavor- 
able September and October cut down 
the actual production below the fore- 
casts made earlier in the season. 
The 
northern 
commercial sections 
were 
most affected by the weather. 
The 
quality of the crop is slightly above 
average. 


"The buckwheat production of 16,- 
813,000 busiiels fell below early fore- 
casts, although it is up to an average 
in total 
i)roduction compared 
with 
former years. 


"The 
flaxseed 
crop, 
estimated 
at 
9,648,000 bu.shels, is very disappoint- 
ing in its outcome, being smaller than 
early forecasts arid much 
below 
an 
average production. 


"The tobacco crops of 1,185,478,000 
pounds is the large.st on record. 


"The cranberry crop is very short." 
Corn quality was 75.2 per cent com- 
pared with 84 per cent last year and 
10 per cent below the average. 
In 
principal states the quality was: 
Ohio, 
73 per cent; Indiana. 63; Illinois, 71; 
Iowa, 65; Missouri, 86; Nebraska. 80; 
and KansaH, 69.

Heisman was born in Cleveland, O,, Oct. 
23, 1869. He attended high school a t Ti- 
tusville. Pa., and played football on the 
high school team. 
He went to Brown in 
1887 and made the freshman team and the 
next year played guard on the varsity. In 
1889 Heisman went to Pennsylvania to 
study law, played center there that year, 
tackle in 1890 and end in 1891. 


His coaching began at Pberlin collegè In 
1892 and in his thr*e y«ara th«r« ti« tavc 
Oberliii a.team yfhUih that 
B#v«r 


equalled, having defeated Michigan, Chi- 
cago and Illinois. 


In 1Ì95 Heisman invaded the south and 
put Alabama Poly on the map. 
He re- 
mained there until 1900, when he was se- 
cured to coach the Clemson college (S. C.) 
team, where he first introduced open jjlay, 
and brought the unknown college to such 
an enviable place in southern football that 
in 1904 he was signed by Georgia Tech, 
where for fourteen years he has always 
been in the running in the southent inter- 
collegiate athletic association. 


Heisman's Buccess has 
caused 
unin- 
formed critics in the north to intimate that 
scholarship and other collegiate require- 
ments have not been observed and that 
Heisman has a picked team brought from 
all parts of the countr.v. 


The fact of the matter is that there are 
few schools in the country where the fac- 
ulties are more strict than that at Georgia 
Tech. 
Heisman is really handicapped by 
the strict requirements. 


Also it may be said that on his regular 
1917 elveen, only one man, Quyon, is not a 
native Georgian, and Quoyan has been 
living in Atlanta for two year«, ar?d could 
not play on the team last year on account 
of the frftshman rule.

She was packing a few personal be- 
longings preparatory to vacating the 
structure which was wanted for use as 
ciuurters for troops when shells began 
to fall on the house. 
She made her 
escape unharm'ed but the house was 
soon reduced to ruins.

The first of the new city cars arrived 
in F o r t Wayne Wednesday and is now 
being put in shape for service, it being 
intended that these new cars will be 
operated 
on 
the 
Broadway-South 
Wayne line. 
There has been consider- ! 
able delay in getting delivei-y of these i 
cars on account of the car builders, as 
well as the truck builders having their 
plants filled to capacity with 
equip- 
ment for the government. 


These 
cars were 
built by the St. 
Louis Car company, of St. Louis, Mo., 
and are equipped with Baldw^in trucks. 
The St. Louis Car company has orders 
for moi-e 
than $2,000,000 
worth of 
equipment to be furnished to the gov- 
ernment and therefore the question of 
turning 
out street 
cars has become 
somewhat a secondary matter 
with 
them. 
There will be a total of ten new 
cars received, which should reach the 
city within the next week or ten days. 
These ai-e the first double-truck cars to 
be used in service on the local lines. 
These cars are somewhat the same de- 
sign, at least in appearance, as the cars 
now operated on the South 
Wayne- 
Broadway and Pontiac-Lakeside lines, 
except that they are considerably larg- 
er, having a seating capacity of 52. 


They have rear entrance and 
exit 
and also a front exit. 
This will m a t e r - 
ially assist in the prompt unloading of 
passengers. 
The cars are made to op- 
erate in either direction, so it will not 
be necessary to turn them on a "Y," as 
a t present. 
The cars are 
equipped 
with the same destination signs as now 
used, exceut being 
double-end 
cars, 
they have destination signs on both 
ends. 


In addition to these, a new and im- 
portant feature has been a d d e d — t h a t 
of route sign. 
This is a large sign on 
the right-hand side of the dash, which 
is fitted with a roller to carry numerals. 
These signs are 12 inches square, the 
numbers being 10 inches high. 
These 
numbers will be illuminated a t night 
so they can be seen from a greater dis- 
tance than the destination signs. Route 
n u m b e r will^be given the cars, which 
will be used on the new cars and all of 
the present 
cars in service will 
be 
equipped with this 
same 
feature as 
soon as the change can be made. This 
will assist 
passengers 
materially 
in 
identifying the 
particular 
car they 
wish to take, 
especially 
on 
Calhoun 
street, where 
several 
different 
lines 
are operated. 
The cars are equipped 
with four 25 h. p. motoi's, have air 
brakes and air sanders. 


Another important 
feature 
is the 
life-guard or fender. 
This is some- 
what different f r o m the fenders that 
have been used on tiie local lines for a 
number of years, in t h a t the fender is 
directly in f r o n t of the wheels and is 
put in operation or dropped down into 
the track by an object coming in con- 
tact with a trip, which is directly in 
f r o n t of the car. 
In case a person or 
object falls in front of the car, the per- 
son or object 
trips 
the 
life-guard, 
dropping 
it down 
in 
front 
of the 
wheels, which prevents the person o- 
object coming in 
contact 
with 
the 
wheels until such time as the car can 
be brought to a stop. 
The cars are 
equipped with 
electric 
heaters and 
these heaters are 
equipped 
with a 
thermostat, which 
will 
regulate the 
heat of the car 
a t 
all times. 
The 
thermostat used for this purpose 
is 
similar to that used in residences and 
offices to control furnaces. 
This will 
insure uniform heat a t all times, d-.- 
pending on the 
weather 
conditions. 
The thermostat is so set that the te • • 
perature In the car at no time is less 
than 58 degrees. 
The cars a r e 42 feet 
in length and weigh complete with mo- 
tors and trucks 34,500 pounds. 
On 
account of being 
equipped 
with .^0 
inch wheels, it will permit of a very 
low and comfortable step for boardin-,- 
and alighting. 
The entrance and ex- 
its are equipped with doors whch are 
operated by the motorman and 
con- 
ductor. 


The placing of these cars in service 
within the next week or ten days, will 
very materially improve the service on 
all lines, in that additional cars will 
be available for the lines now being 
operated and the service on all line» 
will be materially increased, particu- 
larly during the peak period. 


The cars are equipped with bra.ss 
sash, which increases materially size 
of the window openings. 
These sash 
are the invention of A. W. Redderson, 
superintendent of the motive 
power, 
who is also the designer of the car.

JVill Assist to Train the Na- 


tionals in Ways of Mod- 


ern War. 


Camp Zachary Taylor, Nov. , 


Four French army officers and three 
non-commlsloned officers havo arrived 
hero to assist in training men of the 
national army from Indiana, Illinoi 
and Kentucky, for service in the 
trenches against Teuton armies. 


Still another French officer will join 


them, and in addition five British non- 
commissioned officers who havo seen 
much service on tho French front will 
tlso come hero according to Captain 
Fernand Renaudeau, ranking member 
Of the French party. 


Other French officers hero are Cap- 


tain Ladublo, Lieutenant Floret and 
Lieutenant Morio. Tho French officers 
assigned for duty hero were among 
eighty chosen from tho armies that 
havo been fighting for three years to 
come to this country and help In-pre- 
paring American recruits for service 
on: the same fields. They havo been 
attending a special school In this 
country.for the purpose o£ learning 
American,military terms. 


Captain Renaudeau, tho ranking of- 


ficer is one of tho youngest men of his 
rank in the French military service. 
So is 29 years old and French military 
law requires as a rule that no man 


serving as a lltutenant was killed an< 
he took command and served in tha 
capacity during tho remainder of that 
ong drawn out struggle. For his ser- 
vice ' in this Instance the usual re- 
quirements were waived and ho was 
;iven his commission as 
captain. 


Shortly after the battle of Verdun ho 
was awarded the war cross.
